IOC He wiſe King Salo, in the Booke of 
| £2Y his ſacred Retractations, if I may fo 
& G9 call them, I meane his Booke of Ec- 
S TY cleſiaſtes, having once fully deſcribed 

j2 the deceiucable vanities of this de- 
ceiuing and vnconſtant world, and plainly ſhewed 
that al] worldly proſperity is but vanity, and that 
ail which the world proiniferh,are but a tew flaſhes 
of deceiucable comtorts, begins at laſt ro deride 
the profane, lenſuall, and vnianctified affetions of 
thoſc men,thart ſet their onely hopes in the things 
of th:s life,as if there were not a God aboue, that 
would one day call them to aſtri& account. Wher- 
fore conſidering that there are no contentments in 
this life,though neuer ſo many in number, though 
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neuer ſo potent, and neuer ſo much exempted from 
a mixture of diſcomforts in our owne perſwaſion, 
thatcan bring vs any farther in the way to heauen, 
then to our death-beds or our graues ; yea, conſide- 
ring, as the Holy-Ghoſt teacheth vs, Luk. 16.15.that 
Thoſe things which are highly eſteemed among 
men, are abomination in the ſight of God: and thar 
as the Prophet Eſay witneſleth,Eſay 55.8. that His 
choughts are not our thoughts,neither are his wayes 
our wayes: therefore forſaking, renouncing, diſal- 
lowing , and diſclayming the ioyes of men, and all 
truſt in worldly comforts, that haue their furtheſt 
expiration at our departure from this world: let 
vs not ſuffer our ſelues to be flattered with ſecurity, 
nor our eyes to be blinded with falſe deluſions ; bur 
let vs be carefull to regard, & haue reſpe& aboue all 
things,as true ſeruants of our Maſter Chriſt, to line 
in his feare, that we may dye in his loue : for, as the 
Apoſtle faith in the verſe going immediatly before 
the Text, None of vs lived to himſelte,and no man 
dyeth to himſelfe. That is as much to ſay, both in 
the lite of nature,and in the life of grace , men liue 
not vnto themſelues, but vnto God ; that is , as D0- 
nyſiues Carth, comments vpon that place, Non ad gto- 
ria propriam, ſed ad eloriam & laudem Det, tanquam 
ad witimim finem : that is, Men liue both in nature 
and in grace, not to or for their owne proper and 


peculiar glory , but vnto the praiſe and glory of 


| God, asto the chiefeſt end of lining. And againe, 


as touching death, there he ſaith : No man dyeth to 
himſelfe, thar is, to his owne praiſe, but to the glo- 
ry of God, inas much as the ſoules of Gods ſeruants 


being once ſeparated fromthe body,doe praiſe and 
glorific 
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m_— the name of God withour ceaſing, in the 
xeauenly Kingdome, world without end. 

The reaſon of this Afſertion the Apoſtle addeth 
inthe next verſe, which are the words of my Text, 
ſaying, For whether we line, we liue vmo the Lord, and 
whether we dye, we dye unto the Lord; whether wee line 
there/ore or dye, we are the Lords, Which words of 
the Apoſtle are as-much to ſay ; Among the ſocie- 
ties of men, no ſeruant is ſo much his maſters,as we 
that are Chriſtians are ſeruants vnto Chriſt , who 
hath bought vs witha price, neitherof gold nor ſil- 
ver, but with the precious price of his owne blood, 
Now therfore as a ſeruant, ithe liue,he liuechnot for 
his owne, or other mens aduantage, bur tor the pro- 
fir of his Maſter: Or if he dye, the gaine or loſle is 
not to himlelfe or others,bur ro his Maſter only. So 
all we that are the ſeruants of our Lord and Maſter 
Chriſt, if we live, weliue vnto his praiſe; orif wee 
dye, wee dye vnto his glory : fo that Chriſt onely, 
and none but Chriit, hath power vpon vs while we 
live, and power ouer vs alſo when we are dead; as 
one that hath not onely created vs out of nothing, 
ſill goucrned by his prouidence , bur alſo for our 
ſaluation hath giuen both his lite and death. 

To proceed to ſome diuiſion of theſe words , af- 
ter that the Apoſtle,in the beginning of this Chap- 
ter, hauing firſt madea diſtribution of the Romane 
Church , which in thoſe dayes was not Antichri- 
ſtian, as now it is, into two fee of men; the one 
firme , the other weake , diſputing of rhe nature of 
things indifferent; he giueth commandement con- 
cerning ſuch things , how thoſethar are ſtronger, 


ſhal behauethemlelues againſt the weaker brerhren: 
where, 


Rom.I.1. 
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where by the ſtroager Chriſtians, he meaneth ſuch, 

as well vnderſtanding the Chriſtian liberty , were 

ficmely pertwaded , that in good conſcience they 

might omit the ceremoniall obſeruance of _1vſes 

Law. By the weaker fort of brethren,he vnderſtand- 

cth choſe, that although they belecued in Chriit as 

their onely Sauiour, yet were ignorant of this, that 
by his comming all ceremonies were done away, 
and that ſo themſelues were freed from the obſer- 
uance any more of the ceremonialllaw z and there- 
fore obſcrued ſtill among them an obſeruation of 
the difference of dayes and meares : or ifat any time 
they neglected or omitted them, they did it with a 
weake conſent, anda doubting conſcience. Here- 
upon, thoſe that well vaderſtood the Chriſtian li- 
berty, deſpited thoſe others, and vſed the liberty of 
certaine meates, whereby they were an offence vnto 
thoſe weaker ones. And of the other ſide,rhe weaker 
fort condemned the reſt as profane men, and con- 
temners of the Law of God. S.Paul therefore,a ſer- 
uant of Chriſt,by his condition, and an Apoſtle cal- 


 ledof God, by dignity, as hee witneſleth of him, 


Rom. 1.1. ſe commendando, ſaith one, non ad oftenſio- 


nem, ſed ad reprimendan Romanorum ſuperbiam & ar- 
rogantiam ; Commending hinſelte thus , not in 
vaunting or vaine bragging ſort, to ſhew thereby 
vaine glory,but to repreſle the arrogancie and pride 
of the Romanes, to whom he then wrote as contem- 
nivg his office and Apoftleſhip. This Apoſtle, I fay, 
to both theſe fore-named eunls,addeth wiſely a ſh 
cient remedy ; firſt, by exhorting thoſe that were 
ſtronger, to 1ntreat thoſe with brotherly loue that 
were more weake , leſt they ſhould by contemning 


them, 
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them, diſcomfort and diſcouragethem in, or with- 

©  drawandtumethem from the profeſſion of the Go- 
, ſpell. Secondly, he giueth commaundement vnto 
both , how they ſhould behaue themſelues one to- 

wards another :. neither of them contemning or 
condemning the other,but to vie a good conſcience 

one towards another , concerning the vie of thoſe 
indifferent things, as the difference of meates, and 
obſeruing of dayes. 

Inthe next - af addetha new reaſon,drawne 

from the end, which both of them propoſed vnto 
themſelues , which was,to the honour of Chriſt, 
which appeareth , as hee proueth by this, that both 
ofthem, the one in regarding, the other in not re- 
garding aday, did ir vato the Lord; and the one in 
cating,the other in not eating , did itlikewiſe vnto 
* theLord;tharis, asif ts hadbeene ſaid, Ytr:4; Chrt. 
ſlo gratiasagunt : both of them giue thankes to God: 
and therefore be cancludeth thatargument; ſeeing 
the end of both is one, thercfore for theſe indiffe. 
rent things, neither of them ſhould contemne or 
condemne the other. Laſtly, rocome home to our 
Text, hee confirmeth that his reaſon, thus drawne 
from the end of both their ations, by another argu- 
ment, drawne from the common and generall end 
of the life of Chriſtians, which is wholly appointed 
and conſecrated for the manifeſtation of Gods glo. 
ry : and this hee amplifies againe by an eucncon- 
ferring or comparing of two contraries : as when 
he ſaith,Noneof vs liueth nor dicth to himſelte; but 
living, we liue; anddying, wee dye vnto the Lord. 
Laſt of all, he amplifies againe that compariſon of 


thoſe contraries, by an addition z wherein hee con- 
B cludeth, 
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cluderh, that all, both great and ſmall, both high 
and low, both rich and poore, both weake and 
ſtrong, both in our life,and in our death, arein the 
power of God; and therefore ſaith, Whether we line, 
or die, we are the Lords. And thus of the Analyſis. 
Now, before I proceed tothe deduQtion of Do- 

Qrines from theſe particulars; giue me leaue (I be- 
ſeech you) to ſtay alittle in the explication of two 
things in this my Text,moſt neceſlary to be known : 
the one,whart it is to live vnto the Lord ; the other, 
what it is to die vnto the Lord, and wherein both 
of theſe conſiſt : To liuevnto the Lord ( faith lear- 
ned aurelins) is, Non propter noſmetipſos noſtraque 
commoada, ſed Chrifto art cg Alec/o ou fr hr 
felucs,nor for our aduantage, but to Chriſt : and to 
liue thus vato the Lord, conſiſteth in foure things ; 
the firſt is,to recognize and acknowledge this our 
Lord Chriſt in our life ; namely, that weeare not 
atour ownelibertyand freedome, but ſeruants vnto 
Chriſt,and in ſubieCtion vnto the Lord: in ſo much, 
thatthe endof our vocation and Redemption,is, to 
ſerue the living God, as the Apoſtle witneſſeth, 
1. Thel.1.9.,where he faith vnto them, Ye hane turned 
to God from 1dols,toſerne the Luing and true God : and 
in 1, Cor. 6. 19, 20. the ſame Apoſtle faith, Tee 
are not your owne, for yee are bought with a price, 
therefore glorifie God in your body, and in your ſpirit, 
which are Gods. Secondly, to liue vnto the Lord, 
is, to order and ſubmit all our life and ations 
vnto his onely becke. For becauſe hee onely, 
out of the botromlefſe depth of his owne bounty, 
reacheth vnto vs-whatſocuer gifts wee haue, whe- 


| ther of the body, or the mind, whether of na- 


ture, 
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ture,or of grace: for all things (as the Apoſtle wit- 


for God which place of the Apoſtle, is worthy a lit- 


' tle to beſtood vpon, becauſe in theſe words is noted 


vato vs the Trinity of perſons, and their diſtintiue 
property of cauſing. Firſt,he ſheweth here,that God 

is the cauſe of all things,in a three-fold kind of cau- 
ſing. Secondly, hee ſheweth how. Firſt, that God 
is the efficient cauſe,in reſpect of his power, by 
which he created all things: ſecondly, that hee is 
the forming cauſe of all things,in reſpe& of his wiſ- 
dome, whereby he diſpoſed and dittinguiſhed all 
_ ; thirdly, he is the finall cauſe of all things, 
in reſpe&of his goodnefle, whereby hee reconciled 
all things vnto himſelfc, and doth till preſerue and 
conſerue them, direfing them vnto their proper 
ends: therefore when hee ſaith, 4/! things are of God, 

hee vnderſtandeth the Father, ro whom power be- 

longeth : when he ſaith, Al things are through God,he 
vnderſtandeth the Sonne, that is, the wiſedome of 
the Father:when he ſaith, 4/ things are for God, hee 
vnderſtandeth the holy Ghoſt, who in reſpe& of 
clemency,is {aid to be the conſeruer, preſeruer, and 

dire&er of all things to the beſt. Thirdly,to liue vn- 

ro the Lord, is to referre the whole courſe of our 
life to the extolling of Gods glory.,as to the chicteſt 
marke whereunto weaime : hee therefore that is of 


God,ought to walke as Chriſt walked, 1. Ioh. 2. 6. 1.Iob.:. c. 


thar is,he muſt walke in the ſteps of Chriſt, follow 
his vertues.and obſerue his Lawes ; for he that doth 
otherwiſe, doth vainly take his name of Chriſt; and 
is called a Chriſtian, to his greater condemnation. 
Hence is that of Chriſt in = Goſpell, ſlaying, Why

neſſeth,Rom. 11.36.) are of God, through God, and Row.11.36. 
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callye me Maſter, Maiter, and dve not the things tha 
I ſþeake? and in another place, If 1 be a Father, where 
u my horour*if 16be aMaſter where u my feare?Fourth- 
ly and laſtly,to liue vnto the Lord, is, in all painfull 
labours, and heauinefle of minde, inour miſeries 
andcarefull infelicities,to truſt in the Lord, asone 
that careth ſufficiently for them that are his people, 
as you may plainly ſee in Leuit. 26. from verl. 3.to 
verſ. 13. ſaying, If ye truZt in me, and keepe my Com: 
mandements, 1 will gine you raine in due ſeaſon, I will 
gine you peace, 1 will chaſe your enenues, 1 will haue re- 
{pedt wnto'youand Iwill walke among you, and 1 will bee 
your God,and you ſhall be my people, And this it is to 
liue vnto the Lord, Now, to die vnto the Lord,faith 
the learned Parens, 1dipſum eſt quod winere : it is the 
fame: as- to liue vnto the Lord; and confifteth in 
theſe three things: Euen in death to acknowledge 
himſelfe to bee the Lords; and therefore euen in 


death to pray to bleſſe, and to rehearſe the gracious 


benefits of God towards him, as Iacob did, Gen. 48. 
Secondly,to dye vnto the Lord, is, patiently.to vn- 
dergoethe puniſhmentof diſeaſes,yea-and: death it 
ſelfe, from the hand of God, vndergoing thoſe croſ- 
ſes with comfort; which the Lord ſhall lay. vpon 
him, which may be as Looking-glaſſes,wherin God 
may behold our faith and dependance vpon his pro- 
uidence, the world may ſee our patience, and our 
conſtancy; fo that wr God may bee glorthed,o- 
thers edified and inſ{truged, and our. ſelues hum- 
bled vnderthoſe his crofles,and fo ſeeke with ſpeed 
ro couer the ſpots of ourfſinfull ſoules with vnfained 
repentance, ar and laſtly, to die vnto the 
Loxd,is, eucnin death it ſelfe not to caſt aſide the 

hope 
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hope of life, through ſure truft in- God ; but confi- 
dering that God (as the Scripture teacheth) de- 
lightethnor in the death of his children: ratherto 
haue ſure confidence in God, that hee will reſtore 
ſuchas are dead, from death, to-life againe, accor- 
ding to that of the Apoſtle, r. Thel. 4. 13, 14. Bre- 
thren, Iwould not haue you ignorant concerning them 
which are aſleeps, that ye ſorrow not as others which haue 
no hope x for if we beleene that Ieſus dyed and wy againe, 
een ſo themalſo which ſleepe tn leſus will God bring with 
him : and this itistoliue, and this it is todye vnto 
the Lord. 0 terque quaterque beati nos, ſi ſic Vinamns 
Domino,ut eidem moriamur ;quoniam ſic-Domino mo- 
rientes, Domino ſolummodowinent-O three and foure: 
fold happy and bleſſed were we, if wee could fo liue 
vnto the Lord, that we might dye vnto the Lord, 
becauſe thoſe that ſo dye vato the Lord, ſhall 
live alone vnto the Lord. And againe, ter contra mi- 


miſerable,that liuc not thus.vnto the Lord: For as 
many as in theirliues liuenot ynto- God, they ſhall 
all paſſe away like a ſhadow, asa Poſt that paſſeth 
by and tarryeth nor, or asa Ship that rideth vpon 
the waues of the waters, which when.it is gone by, 
the trace thereof cannot be found, nor his pathon 
the flouds is to be ſeene: or as bird that flyeth in 
the ayre,and no man can ſee any token of her paſ- 
ſage, butheare onely thenoyſe of her wings, beat- 


ar; winde,and parting the aire, where no token 
of | 


er way can afterward be found. 


But to come now to the obſeruation of the doc- 


rrincs contained in my Text : conſider, that it con- 
cs of Doctrine; thefirik 
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is, that none of; the faithfull doe line or die vnto 
themſelues, but vnto God, The ſecond,that all and 
euery one of vs, boch in our liues,and in our deaths, 
arc euer , and alwaycs in the power of God. Firſt, 
I ſay, that none of the fairhfull doe liue or die 
vnto themſelues, that is, to-their owne glory and 

raiſe, but vnto the glory and praiſe 'of God, For 
3088 illuſtration of which firſt point, giue mee 
leaue to ſhew, that as there are three kindes of life, 
ſo there is a three-fold death. Ot lite, I ſay , there 
are three kindes : the firſt naturall, the ſecond ſpirt- 
tuall, the third eternall. 

Thefirſt , which is naturall, is, of the body, in 
the vnion of the body and che ſoule : which muſt 
firit be borne of man, before he can enioy rhe ſpiri- 
ruall according to that of the Apoſtle,r.Cor.15.46. 
Thar isnotfirſt,which is ſpirituall, but that which is 
naturall,and then that which is ſpirituall : for albeit, 
man was made to liue through the bencfit of the 
ſoule , yet the ſoule is ſo bound, as it were to the 
groſle body, that it ſhould doenothing, but by bo- 
dily inſtruments, or at the leaſt by ſome marteriall 
meanes: and this is called our narurall lite, which 
we here enioy, while we here beare about vs our na- 
turall bodies. 

The ſecond kinde of life is ſpirituall, and hath re. 
ſpe& vnto the ſoule, in regard of the vnion of it 


 withGodand Chriſt, whereby Chriſt is ſaid roliue 


Gal.2.20, 


in vs,according to that ofthe Apoſtle Paul,Gal.2.20 
I live, ſairh he, yet wot 1, but Chriſt liueth in mee z and 
the life which I now live inthe fleſh , 1 liue by the faith of 


the Son of God, who loued me and gaue himelfe for me - 
which is as much, as if hee ſhould ſay; Iliue nor 
groſÞ 
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groſly & carnally,as once I did, ſubie& roall world. 
ly deſires :or rather, liuenot my ſelfe, which ofmy 
ſelfe am nothing but carnall : but Chriſt liueth in 
me, who by his holy Spirit, athis heaucnly will and 
pleaſure, guideth and gouernerth all my aCtions. 
The third kinde of lite, is eternall,hauing reſpe& 

both to the body and the ſoule; which is tharlife 
cuerlaſting, whereby the Ele& of God doe liue and 
raigne for eucrmore in the Kingdome of heauen, 
through the grace of God, according to that of our ' 
Apoſtle Titus 3.7. Not by the workes of righteouſneſſe Tyys ; ;. 
which we had done , but according to his mercy he ſaued 

vs, by the waſhime / Regeneration, and1enewing of the 

holy Gheft, which he ſhed on vs abundantly, throuzh 1e- 

ſus Chriit our Saniour , that being initified by his grace, 
: we ſhoul4 be made heires according to the hope of eter- 

mall life. 

New of theſe three kindes of life : the firſt, that 
3s, the naturall life, is common with the Ele& vnto 
the very reprobates themſelues: the other two, the 
one ſpirituall, the other eternall, are proper and pe- 
culiar vnto theEle&. Andnow as there isa three. 
fold life, fo there is alfo a three-fold death : the one 
naturall; the ſecond fpirituall; and the third erer- 
nall. Thefirſt, which is called naturall, is properly 
the death of the body, when it is ſeparated from the 
ſoule; and itiscalleda naturall death, notfor that 

| it properly proceedeth from nature, in as much as 
q 28 we know that it is an effeQ of ſinne : bur ir is called 
naturall , becauſe by the iuſtice of God ir is, accor- 
ding to the nature of man, corrupted; for, by one 
man finne entred into the world , and death by fin. 


The ſecond fort of death, is called ſpiritual, which 


1s 


Rom.5.14. 
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is a ſeparation of the ſoule from God, ſinne lining 
and raigning ſtill in the hearts of ſuch wicked men, 
who arc hereof ſaid to be dead inſinne. The third 
ſortofdeath , is called cternall death , which is an 
cuerlaſting ſeparation from God and Chriſt,toliue 


- with the dinell in eternall rorments : which kinde 


of life I call a death, becauſe it were better many 
thouſand times not to liueatall, in reſpe&of them- 
ſelues, thengo bee caſt headlong into ſuch endleſſe 
and remedileſſe miſeries,vnto which, all the miſeries 
and torments, which we can any wayes deuiſe to be 
inflied vpon man in this world, being compared, 
are nothing to thoſe flames and torments, which 
che Far, dying this eternalldeath, ſhall endure 
in hell world without end. 

Now, as of the three ſorts of life , the naturall is 
common vnto the godly and the _ te, but 
the ſpirituall and erernall life, are onely proper and 
peculiar to the Ele& of God:: So of the other ſide, 
among thoſe three ſorrsof death, the two laft come 
notto thefaithfull ones : but the firſt onely,which is 
the naturall death,is common to all both good and 
bad: inſo much, that itisa true and noted leflon, 
long ſince learned of euery man,that It is appointed 
vato all men, that they ſhall once dye ;zas.wellthe 
iuſt as the vniuſt ; as well the beleeuer as the Infidell, 
This the Apoſtle Pau/doth plainly proue,in Rom.s. 
14. Death raigned from Adam to Moles, even ouer 
them that had nat ſinned, after the ſimilitude of Adams 
tranſereſion. In which place the Apoſtle diuideth 


- mankinde into two forts : thatis, into thoſe that ſin- 


ned after the ſimilitude of Adams tranſgreſſion, and 
thoſe that ſinned not after his ſimilitude; affirming, 
that 
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thardeath raigned notonely ouer thoſe, but allo 0. 
uer them. Heere let me ſtand and ſhew you this dif. 
ference which will make the poynt moſt cleere. 
Somethereare that hold 42ams tranſgreſſion to be 
the violating of that expreſſe Commandementr, 
Thou ſhalt not eate of it - and fo affirme,that they doe 
ſinne after the fimilitude of Adams tranſgreſiion, 
that doe tranſgreſle onely againſt the exprefſe Law 
of God.and not thoſe that finne without the writ- 
ten Law : which opinion anfwereth not to the 
meaning of the Apoſtle, whoſe purpoſe in thele 
words is to teach, that euen before the Law death 
raigned not onely ouer thoſe, which by their pro. 
per actuall finnes did voluntarily ſtirre vp'againſt 
themſelues the wrath of God,as Adam: did,when he 
tranſgreſſed the Law of God by his aQuall diſobe- 
dience, but that itraigned alſo over thoſe which 
actually could commir no finne, which, as the beſt 
expoſitors expound,is to be vnderſtood of Infants, 
that haue no actuallfinnes in them: Hence is thar 
ſaying, 4b Adamo,mors et tyrannus omnibus ex equo 
imperans : Euen from the time of Adam (which muſt 
not be vnderſtood of 44am in his integrity, but in 
the ſtate of corruption; for, Ante peccatum ſolus reg- 
nabat Deus: Betore finne was,God did only raigne) 
death is a tyrant chat raigneth ouer all: but now 
there are two principall raignes, the one of life, 
the other of death: and yet in both theſe, both in 
life and death,we line and dye not to our felues,bur 
vato God ; who. both can, and will preſerue them 
thatliue,and reſtore to life them thar are dead: he 
can (I ſay) becauſe hee is God omniporentr, the ſu- 


premeſt Lord, and generall Iudge, to whom euery 
knee 


1.Jam.2, 9, 
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knee doth bow,of things in heauen, and things in 
carth : he will alſo, becauſe he hath choſen vs, and 
purchaſed vs witha price, not of pure gold, but of 


precious blood,to be his owne Inheritance. Hence 


is that of the holy Ghoſt, Ioh. 1. He that beleeneth in 
ne,though he dye, yet ſhall he line, and whoſoener liueth 
end beleeucth in me,ſhall neucr aye, 

And thus much bee ſpoken of the firſt generall 
poynr of doctrine,expreſſed inthe firſt part of my 
Text,where the Apoſtle faith, Whether wee line, wee 
line vnto the Lord; and whether we die,we die wnto the 
Lord. Now the ſecond. 

The ſecond followeth, which is this, thar all and 
euery one of vs,borh in our liues,and in our deaths, 
are euer and alwayes inthe power of God. 1t is the 
Lord ((aith the holy Ghoſt, x. Sam..2.9.) that keepeth 
the feet of his Saints : theteer,that is, all their aCtions, 
all their counſels, all their ſtudies and indeuours : 
all which,if God doe but once withdraw his fauour 
and his goodnefſle from them, they by and by faile 
and periſh ; as we ſee it often commeth to paſſe by 
daily practice innaturall things : for as long as God 
doth vouchſafe to communicate of his power vnto 
them,ſo long they doe continue and liue; bur thar 
being taken away, they forthwith dye and periſh. 


* True it is (I muſt notwithſtanding confefle) thar 


God ſometimes ſuffercth cuen thoſe that are his 
Saintson earth, to fall and ſlip into many ſinnes; 
teaching them thereby truly to vnderſtand whar 
their owne power is, and what, and how great is 
the corruption and deprauation of the humane na- 
ture; to the intent that they ſhould not attribute 
anything vato their owne power and ftrength.Nei- 

27 ay ther 
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ther doth God alwayes preſerue and defend euen 
thoſe that are his,from cuery outward trouble and 
danger whereunto man is ſubie&, but often hee is 
pleaſed to try them with many and ſundry crofles 
and afflictions ; howbcir yer fo, that he ſtill aucrteth 
and turneth from thoſe that arehis.all ſuch noxious 
and hurrfull croſſes, as might aboliſh or deſtroy 
in them the hope of ſaluation, and life cuerlaſting ; 
therefore is it that the Prophet Daxid crycth, ſay- 


ing,Pſal.66.8,9. Bleſſed be the Lord, that holdeth our v6;1.66.8,9 


ſoules in life, and ſuffereth not our feet to be moned. 
Wherethe Propher faith, that God holdeth our 
ſoules in life : the meaning is,as if he had ſaid, Ir is 
Godalone, who by his power in all our life time 
keepethvs ſafe as vnder the ſhadow of his wings, 
that we mightnot faint and periſh vnder the grear 
burthen ofafflition. For many and great are the 
O_o euils that hang ouer our heads conti- 
nually, whereby we may ſoone be brought to death, 
and periſh,except the Lord defend vs from them. 
Againe,wherc he faith, It is the Lord that ſuffereth 
not our feet to be moued-: it is as much as if he had 
ſfaid,God ſo comforteth and confirmeth thoſe that 
are his, with his holy Spirit, that while they liuc, 
they can with patience endure aduerfities, and are 
not ſo ouercome with forrowes and imparience, as 
once ſo much to murmure againſt God, orto tor- 
ſake God, and ſeeke for remedy in diſtrefle, by any 
other power or meanes, than by the grace and po- 
wer of God. Thus (I ſay) the life of Gods Saints on 
earth iseuer and alwayes in the power of God; and 
not their liues once their deaths alſo : for (as

Vpon which place Bullinger 
eiucth this comfortable Comment, It the begin. 
nings and progreſſe be good, happy,and bleſſed, we 
may without wauering, in abſolute perſeucrance, 
buildat laſt vpona bleſſed end: as namely, thatat 
the Day of Chriſt, by which the Apoſtle meaneth 
the houre of death,Chriſtvs fidelibus & dexter,cy pro- 


; pitins apparet, ſaith learned Sarcerins, in his Com- 
| _ mentypontheplace: that is, Chriſt will then ſhew 
himſelfe both mercifull and fauourable vnto his 


faithfull Ones: and not onely ſo, but by the Day of 

Chriſt, is likewiſe vnderſtood the generall Day of 

Iudgement; vato which Day alſo,cuen from the 

day of death,the faithfull are in the power and go- 

11+:1.ix phi, uernment of God, to whom hee vouchſafeth then 

alſo a progreſſe and increaſe vnto the va of the 

rcſurre&tion of the fleſh :for though the faithfull 

Ones be by death deliuercd from their bodies, and 

warre not any more with the concupiſcence of the 

fleſh; yet I hold itno abſurdity to affirme, that they 

yet increaſe and goe forward,becauſe they haue nor 

yetattainedto thar height of feliciry, and excellen- 

cy of glory, to which they ſtill hope to bee aduan- 

ced; and therefore through hope doe ſtedfaſtly ſer 

their eyes toward the Day of the laſt ReſurreQion, 

as to their onely marke ; wherein they ſhall receiue 

[ of God the fulneſſe of their hoped glory, and fo 
Fg! raigne with him in bliſſe for euer. And thus (I ſay) 
| | | | borh.in life and death the faichfull are alwayes in

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the power of God, And what ſhould the meditati. 


on and conſideration of thisgreat benefit and grace, 
but moue vs all with one accord tocry with the A- 
poſtle, Rom. 8. Who ſhall ſeparate vs from the lone of 
Chriſt? Shall rribulation, diſtreſſe , perſecution and 
ſuch like? No: bur be perſwaded that neither death, 
nor life ,nor Angels,nor principalities, nor powers, 
nor things preſent,nor things to come, ſhall be able 
to ſeparate vs from the loue of God, which is in 
.Chriſt Ieſus our Lord. 
Andthusbe itſpoken of the two generall poynts 
obſeruedinthe Text: firft, thatnone ofthe faithfull 
doth liue or dye vnto themſclues, butvnto God. 
Secondly , thatall andeuery one of them, both in 
life and death, are in the powerof God. Now let 
me paſſe to my application,to ſhew, according as I 
know it is expected atmy hands of all you thatare 
preſent , how both the lite and death of this my ho- 
nored friend , concerning whom I cannot but with 
griefe of heart confeſſe , that I count it one of the 
greateſt parts of my vnhappineſle, toſce the period 
and complement of his dayes expired ; to ſhew (I. 
ſayagaine ) how both thelife and death of this wor- 
Npfall worſhi tully deſcended and religious Gen- 
tleman, was ſtill and alwayes not vnto himſelfe, but 
vnto God.and how bothin life and death he ſubmit. 
red himſelfe vnto the power of God : which may 
beſt be done, by ſpeaking ſomewhat vnto you con- 
ccrning the Cndtifyed life, and bleſſed death of this 
worthy Saint z whom, becauſe the world was vn- 
worthy of, God hath taken to his mercy, and tran- 
{lated by death from alife ofmiſery , vnto a King- 
dome as full ofhappineſſe and glory,as the Sunne 1s

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full of light, and the Sea of waters : where he is now 
ſanRified m the preſence of his God , with the ful- 
neſſe of toy and pleaſures at his right hand for cuer- 
more. 0 tefelicem, ſi trbi mortno talks eſſet Preco, qua- 
lis Homerus Achill; | O noble Wight , happy ſhould 
I deeme thce now to be. it as Achilles had, thouhaſt 
ſuch a Trumpeter of thy praiſe as Homer was! As for 
my ſelfe , the meaneſt of ten thouſand , vpon whom 
this taske is layd at this time by thine owne com- 
mand ; O how doe I defire that my ſufficiency were 
anſwerable ro my willingnes! O how do I wiſh with 
the Prophet Danzd, Plal. 45. 1. that I hada tongue 
as the penne of a ready writer , that I might ſet out 
the prayſes of thy vertues, thy holy and — 
ble life , that thy j: «vga _ be hadin an 
cucrlaſting «remembrance , and ſo ſhine in the 
Church of God as a patterne to them that liue, and 
an example for them to imitate ! Buthow inſuffici- 
ent doe I feele my ſeltefor this great buſineſle ! 
Vouchſafe therefore, I beſcech youall, to accept 


and giue attention to this ſmall enſuing reſtimon 


of my great defire: And by Gods afliftance I wi 


Havjy,life bi. proceed , beginning with his happy birth, and end- 


ſed death, 


ing with his bleſſed death. 

Firſt , concerning his Birth , as I haue once al. 
ready teſtified, he was worſhipfully borne;the Son 
and heire of a right worthy and iudicious Counſel. 
ler, and the fruite of a vertnous Gentlewomans 


 wombe , who was as a fruittull Vine vpon the walls 


of her husbands houſe : by whom , as bleſſings from 
God.in token of his loue, he hath had an houſhold 
of many ſweet and beautifull ſons and daughters to 
{it roundabout his table;amongſt whom.,this righr 

worthy 


— 
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worthy Wight that now heere lyech before our 
eyes.ready to be interred,was the firſt that God did 
ſend her as bleſſings of her wombe,of full nineteene 
that were borne vnto her. 

From his birth, I will deſcend vnto his education, 
he being achild indued by God with the beſt of na- 
tures gifts ( whichare neceſſary to aprogreſie and 
proceeding on in vertue by inſtruQion :) tor as Plr- 
tarch teſtifieth , without natures gifts , vertue can- 
not but haue her manifold defects: for dodrine 
and teaching , withour the gifts of nature, is defe- 
Ctuous ; and nature without dodtrine, isaltogether 
blind : but this man, indued,as I ſayd,with the beſt 
of natures gifts , as reaſon, vnderſtanding and ſuch 
like, being, by the carefull induſtry and painfull di- 
ligence of his learned Maſter yet liuing, taught and 
inſtructed in the rules and rudiments of the Latine 
and Greeke tongues , by his owne diligent exerciſc 
and pra@tice (a vertue, worthy of high commenda- 
rion, eſpecially in yong Gentlemen) to the comfort 
of his parents,to the good of himſelte,and the admi- 
ration of others , hee ſoone attained vnto a large 
meaſure of vnderſtanding in thoſe beginnings of 
Arts and learning, 

And being , by the care ofhis tender and loving 
paren 4, 43, at lengthfromthe Country, vnto 


the moſt famous of Englands Vniuerlitics,& placed 2r0ad-gateraal 
in that ancient of houſes from which haue my in Oxford. 


moſt famous members both of the Church and 
Commonwealth, in many placesnow liuing in our 
Kingdeme: being entered there by the carctull di- 
ligence of his parents , in whom there was, as there 


ought to be in all , an eſpeciall care vnder on 
they 
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they ſet their children to be trayned vp,he was com- 
mitted vnto the charge and gouernment of a lear- 
ned,adiſcrcetand religious Turor,a manwel giuen, 
and ofright y—=_ nature, who was held amongſt 
them of that ſociety, to be as a ſecond Phoenix,that 
had the breeding and education of Achilles; vader 
whoſe gouernment,and by whoſe inſtruction in the 
ſpace oflittle more then three full yeers, he was not 
onely excellently inriched with the ſingular preg- 


 nancyofall the faculties,and wel ſtored with the va- 


riety of the choyſcſt and profoundeſt learning: ſuch 
as Logick.,Rethorick, Natural Philoſophy,Erhicks, 
Oeconomicks, Politicks,Mathematicks, Metaphi- 
licks, and Diuinity : in all which,to my knowledge, 
he was ſingularly and admirably well grounded, 
and that in ahigh degree of excellency and per- 
tection : But inhis litealſo, which he led in accom- 
panying there.yong Gentlemen , now men of note 
and tame inEngland, heexpreſled in his aions,not 
onely an abſolute pourtraiture of Ariſtetles morall 
verrues, but alſo in his life did ſhine as a patterne to 
others of his ſociety, inthe Diuine graces of faith, 
Joue , zeale , ſincerity , ſpirituall wiſedome, and all 
kind of duties making towards God and godlines, 
the continuance whereof all the: dayes of his lite 
ater (firſt, in his conuerſationat the Court, where 
he lined in loue and fauour, with many of great dig- 
nity , and honour in this Realme, and afterwards 
here inthe Countrey amongſt vs ) haue fitted him 
tor a bleſſed aſſociation with God, with the holy 
Angelsand the bleſſed Saints, and haue now put 


him into the poſſeſſion of euerlaſting Happineſle. 
And this of his education, 


Now 
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Now ofhis life;of which Imay truely ſay, after theſe 
ſeuen yecres inward familiarity with him , which 
he vouchſafed vnto me aboue ordinary meaſure, he 
was ſo louing,ſo ſweet, fo comfortable, & ſopeace. 
able a natured man, ſo ſound,ſo zealous.and fo reli. 
ious a Profeſſor of Chriſtianity ; and withall, fo 
Fore and faithfull a friend vnto his louers and fol- 
lowers; to ſpeake but of my ſelte for all : Thar a- 
mong many thouſands, I am aſſured I ſhall neuer 
finde the like. | 
But in ſpeaking of his life more particularly, I 
will firſt begin with his loue to God;and fo deſcend 
to his loue of men; Touching his loue to God , he 
wasa faithfull and ſincere louer of God , and his 
Chriſt, as appearethby theſe markes &ſympromes 
following ; firſt , he eſteemed the world and all the 
luſts and pleaſures thereof, as vanities and baſe: for 
asthe Apoſtle faith , 1. lohn 2. 15. He that loneth the 
World,the loue 4 the Father i notin him. # 
Secondly, he was ſo inwardly inflamed with a' 
high affe&ion and eſtimation of God, aboue all 
things , that he accounted Gods louing kindneſic 
vnto him , better then his life z and when any token 
or ſigne of Gods loue and fauour was ſhewne to- 
wards him, hee alwaies eſteemed it as his greateſt 
ioy , and was alwaies ready to magnihe the merits 
of God, in remembrance of his benefits towards 
bim. Thirdly, there was in his heart ſuch a dereſta- 
tion of Gnne and wickedneſle, that he hated (inne; 
becauſe God hated jt; and he hated ſinners, becauſe 
they hated God ; and was alwaies carefull to do the 
willof God, and co pleaſe bim ina willingneſle ot 


heart ,-to- doe or . uffer any thing for his ſake.

Fourthly, 
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Fourthly , hee inall his croſles,, troubles:, andidif 
contentments, which were many and often, ſweet. 
ly comforting himlſelte in God , onely ranne vnto 
him,making him his defence , his rocke, his refuge 
in all his troubles: often-repeating, which I haue 
heard , that comfortable place of the Propherin 
diſtreſſe : any are the troubles of the righteous, but 
the Lord delinereth them out of all, And arenor theſe 
with many ſuch that I could recite, moſt cuident 
tokens of his loue to God in the courſe of his life, 
while he liued among vs? p 
Touching the ſecond part, which is his loue to 
men, I muſt rſt begin with his owne,, and thatalſfo 
firſt in his ſingle lite: Ableſſed Sonne was he vnto 
his parents , happy in this, that they had in him a 
Sonne that moſt dutifully did honour them, in all 
obedience, reuerence and loue.. Secondly, in the 
ſtate of Wedlock,being after many yecrs of affe&ti- 
on,loue and liking betweene both parries,matched 
at laſt'to their ioyes and comforts, vnto- a- right 
worthy, vertuous and religious Gentlewoman, a 
branch deſcended from a right Worſhipfull and 
ancient Family: Such was the ſimpathy of their 
affetions,that their hearts were fo truely and fixed- 
ly ſet in loue one toward the other, that ſtill and all 
this while they both liued , the ſight of the onewas 
the chicteſt pleaſure of the others eye, both their 
thoughts feaſting themſelues with-deareſt appre- 
henſion eachon other z ſuch- was his loue to her 
and hers to him, inthe ſtate of Wedlock, in which 
eſtare, ſoone after twelue moneths comfortable 
comfort, God' bleſſed them with the bleſſing of a 
iruitfull wombe : for to them was borne a ſweet and 


louely 
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louely daughter , towhom, as toa branch procce- 
ding from/his loynes, and asa member of himſelte, 
his loue was moſt tender, and his affeQion deare : 
and her admired inclination of loue towards her 
parents being but an Infant, ſuch, that they Rill 
eſteemed her asa ſpeciall bleſſing, and a precious 
lewell ſent of God: this my ſelte , befides many 0- 
thers that were eye-witneſles of what I ſpeake to 
your cares. can iuſtly teſtifie. As for his tender and 
Loncly love, and his naturall and Chriſtian-like af- 
fe&ion to his brethren , {iſters , and kinsfolkes , 1 
need ſay nothing, the world of this is a ſufficient te- 
mony,and themſclues,if they will conteſle the truth, 
will be ſufficientwitneſſes. Thus much for his owne, 
& his loueto them. As touching his loue to others, 
I will firſt begin with the Houſe of God, though he 
haue not fortheſe latter times, by reaſon of his lin 
gcring infirmities , and dangerous deſeaſes, where- 
of I haue beene too often too true ateſtimony , ſo 
diligently frequented the publike exerciſes of Reli- 
gion, as he deſired; and that with extraordinary 
zealc: yetthat his loue was to Religion and reli- 
gious men , appeareth by his extraordinary fauour 
and affection to the Miniſters of the Goſpell ; 
not to ſpeake of all that haue had a full experience 
of this in themſelues , letmy peculiar te{timony be 
asa witneſſe of the reſt , who being bur the meaneſt 
of Gods meſſengers, haue recejued from him many 
great and ſpeciall encouragments in the courſe of 
my {tudies. 

Firlt , by his countenanceas, many witneſſes can 
reſtifie,ifI ſhould be filent; and ſecondly , by his 1i- 
berality,inthat to his great coſt,of his own accord, 
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moued(queſtionleſſe)thereunto by the Spirit of 
God for the aduancement of his glory, hee vouch- 
ſafed ro procure vnto me the proper vſe and benc- 
fir of that well-furniſhed and coſtly Library of the 
Reuerend and famous DoCtor late deceaſed, who 
by a happy match was ioyned in wedlock vnto the 
worthieit of his worthy fiſters; who is (as I may 
fay) A ary by name, anda Mary by condition, 
for that the Lord hath dealt fo bitterly with her, in 
depriuing her, within the ſpace of two you of a 
louely father,a faithfull husband,and a friendly bro- 
ther. | 

Secondly, as for his loue to other perſons of o. 
ther callings,his Tenants and others among whom 
he liued;and to whom he was well knowne : how he 
lived among them in loue, in peace, in meckneſle, I 
need not to reporr, ſecing all the Countrey round 
cannot but with one conſent confeſſe and acknow- 
ledge, that he wasa man worthy of great commen- 
dations, anda rare patterne for men of his ranke 
and faſhion to looke vpon. 

Thirdly, for his charity and loue toward the 
poore, many of them being herepreſent,can teſtific, 
that in theirneceſſities he was to them more like a 
father than a friend : a man that was euer open- 
handed inany good caule, eſpecially ro the reliefe 
of ſuch whom he knew to be in neceſſity and want. [ 
ſpeake but what I know, hauing a long time had my 
being here where his Worſhip had his dwelling : 
and be{ides my priuate teſtimony, his Liberality ar 
thc laſt Feaſt of Chriſts Natiuity,and his Legacy 
now athis death,of twenty pound,to the vic and be- 
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ttimonies of the ſame. 
Laſt of all, as concerning his loue to thoſe thar 


were his (as is ſaid) enemies, and aduerfaries of his 
ſtate and fortunes, hauing receiued eſpeciall com- 
mandementfrom his owne mouth, I cannot but ſay 
ſomething. Confeſſe I muſt that loth I am to ſpeake 
roo much, and yer his owne requeſt (no leſſe rome 
than a command) compelleth me to ſpeake a little, 
becauſe I heard him ſay ſo. much. There are, ſaith 
hee, that (tomy thinking) by ſiniſter courſes, vpon 
ſuppoſed grounds,cndeuour to arme themſclues a- 
gainſtme, and my ſtate, but in the meane while, 
God knowes my heart,how willing I haue ſtill been 
to live with them in peace, without reuenge :and 
hereupon hee made this compariſon, in my vnder- 
ſtanding moſi firting to his former words : My hart 
(faith he) reſembleth the vpper part of the world, 
which you know (faith hee) is alwayes cleere and 
bright of irſelfe, though the ayre below bee neuer 
ſo much diſtempered with ſtormes and thunders : 
Sol (quoth he) I thanke my God, notwithſtanding 
theſe things, haue ftill a patient mind;[ am ſtill con- 
tented,and my heart remaining ſtill ioytull in the 
Lord, | ſtand reſolued inall things to yeeld vp my 
ſelfe in holy obedienceto the will of God, And thus 
(fitting then with my ſelfe alone in the Porch of 
this Temple wherin we are)I ſhall intreat youwhen 
ou ſhall ſtand to preach my Funeral Serms in this 
Church,where I intend to lye when God ſhall call 
me,ſaith he,to deliuer and teſtifie theſe rhings vnto 
the world both of me, and from mee. By this that 
hath been ſaid, you may then plainly ſee, that the 
life of this good man was not vnto himſelie, bur vn- 
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to God. If we line, wee line vnto the Lord, Laſtly, to 
ſpeake of his death, I muſt begin with ſickneſle, 
which was to him,& is to al, the meſſenger of death, 
I muſt confeſle that hee was but a young man for 
 yeeres,yethauing been long viſited with exceeding 
{ickneſſe,hehath long waited (as it were) for his ex- 
changing time ; and for that cauſe, as I know, and 
as others whom he loued;can teſtific,hee did daily 
exerciſe himſelfe in the meditation of morrtality, 
and in time of eaſe,cared to ſet his houſe in order,to 
the intentthat it {ickneile ſhould come ſuddenly;he 
might bee free from worldly cares, and ſo more 
cheerfully prepare himſelte to God : for this cauſe, 
for the ſpace well-nye of two yeers paſt,asI can re- 
member,he hath had his Teſtament alwayes ready : 
So that being now at laſt ſuddenly arreſted with 
the meſſenger of death, all the whiles hee lay in the 
mercyes of God vpon his death-bed,to the comfort 
of all thoſe thatſaw and heard him,hee alwayes cal- 
led vpon the Name of Chriſt; yea as often as hee 
recciued any Phiſicall help (for no meanes was neg- 
lected for his preſeruation and life, if God would) 
heneuer receiued any ayde,bur he prayed vnto God 
togiuc ita bleſſing; and when heſpake tonone, hee 
would yet lift vp his eyes, in token of lifting his 
heart to God; and the Sacrament of the body and 
blood of Chriit hereceiued inhis extremities moſt 
cheertully,moſt thanktully. And ar laſt, in a great 
conflict,he got a glorious victory, and ſhortly after, 
in peace and meekneſle, reſigned his ſpirit into the 
handsof God. Thus he that was in his life religious, 
in his {ickneſſe comfortable, and in his death moſt 


bleſſed, by dying to the Lord, is gone to God, and 
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now enioyes the bleſſedneſſe of heauen: in the 
+ |< fruition whereof let vs leaue him now to dwell for 
euer ; and {triue and endeuour in our lines to imi- 
tate his vertues, that we, as he hath done, may dye 
atlaſt the death of the righteous, and that our laſt 
ends may belike his,and that we may be fellow. 
hcires, as hee was, of the ſame inheritance 
with Icſus Chriſt. To whom with the Fa- 
ther, and the holy Ghoſt, bee all 
honour and glory now 
and foreuer, 
Amen.
